Old Point Comfort, Va., Sept. 2.— 
Thin is a tale which may be taken for 
fact or fiction, as may hest suit the 
fancy of the reader. 
W hat is told 
might have happened to any one of 
twenty-five hundred fathers and m oth­ 
ers from forty states had those fath­ 
ers and mothers happened to be sitting 
in the hotel dining 
room 
about 
2 
o’clock last Sunday afternoon, just as 
a family from Washington w’ere thus 
comfortably situated.

The story goes back even farther 
than that, Ayen to the time when the 
secretary of the navy thought of a 
plan to interest a good class of men, 
college men, educated men, business 
men, in the navy, and this plan was 
worked out to have a cruise of four 
weeks where such men wmuld get the 
real training and discipline 
of 
the 
navy on real battleships, which are 
the reserve fleet. The plan took, and 
2,500 men have been out on nine of 
these battleships for two weeks and 
will yet have two wreeks more. 
Har­ 
vard, Yale and Princeton are repre­ 
sented, as well as other colleges and 
high schools, with a number of nmn 
who have been away from college for 
years. 
The fleet which carried these 
men participated in the war game 
w'hich has just been played in the 
Atlantic off the Rhode Island coast. 
In each of 2,500 homes the entire 
thought of the family has no doubt 
been entirely upon one member of 
this army of volunteers which are play­ 
ing at sailors. 
Had one 
of 
those 
families been sitting in a hotel dining 
room at Ocean View or at Old Point 
Sunday afternoon and had looked out 
toward the ocean, several columns of 
smoke would have been seem, increas­ 
ing in number until the lines of nine 
battleships and two colliers wTere in 
view 
It w'as the “blue fleet*’ of Ad­ 
miral Helm, which had been defend­ 
ing the coast in the war game, 
in 
the lead came the Virginia, followed 
by the Alabama, Rhode Island, Now 
Jersey, Louisiana, Maine, Kentucky, 
Kearsarge and Philadelphia, all being 
of about equal tonnage 
except 
the 
Louisiana, which was the largest. The 
Rhode Island carried the adm iral’s 
flag. 
At the hotels at Ocean View, six 
miles across the 
water 
from 
Old 
Point, were a number of people who 
had been enjoying the surf and sea 
breezes. Among these were some from 
the west who had never even seen 
a battleship, much less been on one. 
They were so excited when assured 
they were undoubtedly looking at the 
real thing that they could no longer 
pay attention to such a commonplace, 
affair as dinner. 
Others were there 
whose thoughts were centered around 
just one Individual on the fleet and 
who couldn’t pick him out at that dis­ 
tance. 
Although not 
knowing 
sure 
just what this fleet was, a chance was 
taken and everybody enlightened as 
to what It should be, a guess w'hich 
was afterwards shown to he correct. 
W hile battleships are 
not 
uncom­ 
mon sights In Hampton Roads, they 
are not so common that one who visits 
Old Point even a half dozen times dur­ 
ing the summer can have an oppor­ 
tunity to see them on many of the 
trips, and it is rare than one can see 
a fleet of nine 
at one time. 
That 
this was known and appreciated was 
shown by the way people used every 
available vessel to cross the Roads 
and get to Old Point. Here again it 
was show'n that someone made a good 
guess, for the volunteers were given 
shore leave and were getting on land 
as fast as the ship boa to could bring 
them in. 
Th** battleships are equipped with 
gasoline and ^team launches for the 
purpose of carrying the men on shore, 
some especially for officers* use. There 
are other boats which carry fifty or 
more and when large numbers are 
landed as in a case of this kind, a 
power boat will bring along one of 
the others. 
Here again one particular 
boat and one particular occupant of 
that boat was the center of attraction 
to a party w hich just happened to be 
in that part of the country on that 
particular day. 
While they could not 
tell just what boat load w-ould be the 
one they wanted to see, it was not 
necessary to w-ait long, for the second 
one in contained among others one 
volunteer who w*as ve**y much sur­ 
prised to find someone waiting for 
him. 
Old Point Comfort is not a large 
place and pretty girls 
are 
scarce. 
Among the visitors who happened to 
bo there were two girls, about six­ 
teen or eighteen, and they had an ex­ 
perience which they will probably not 
forjcet for a long time. 
Only the civ­ 
ilian volunteers were allowed shore 
leave and everybody knew that th^y 
were just the very finest of fellows. 
They were all from good families, 
the most of them college men. and 
it was only proper and polite to an­ 
sw er att) questions the\ might as*, 
and they did not hesitate to ask. The 
result was that these girls were never 
lonesome from the time they reached 
the wharf at Old Point until the sec­ 
ond dayV shore leave for the volun­ 
teers expired on Monday. They were 
allowed shore leave both 
days,

f ranklin was credited with the as­ 
sertion that “a penny saved is a penny 
earned.” Paraphrased for present use, 
that expression would read: 
“A dol­ 
lar kept at home and at work will per* 
from the money service 
of

sum.” It is not impertinent for a new­ 
comer to inquire: 
How' many citizens 
of Montgomery really know the num­ 
ber of Montgomery dollars that are 
daily, monthly and annually sent away 
to Chicago, New York and other dis­ 
tant big cities in payment for “mail- who 
order” catalogue goods? The best au­ 
thenticated information obtainable is 
that the aggregate of the 1915 retail 
mail order patronage of record exceed­ 
ed eight hundred million dollars, fully 
75 per cent of which originated within 
twenty 
of 
the 
Mississippi 
Valley 
states. 
Those 
states 
contain 
1,949 
counties, which would mean an aver­ 
age of $307,OOO per county of home 
dollars sent away never to return. No 
one of those sent away dollars will 
ever pay for any Montgomery labor, 
food or merchandise, charity, philan­ 
thropy 
or public enterprise—neither 
will they pay any taxes. 
So far as Montgomery county is par­ 
ticularly concerned, that average may 
be too high, or it may bt* too low. But 
all in a position to know concede that 
Its volume was to large 
to he ap­ 
palling and the proof of the fact that 
it is increasing rapidly is attested by 
the boast of one prominent “mail-or­ 
der” house that its 1916 business will 
exceed that of last year by twenty- 
million dollars.

order patronage, 
say 
$200,OOO 
last yeir. the aggregate of the

Add to that the u s , surn expend­ 
ed for outside food and provision sup­ 
plies which your diversified farming 
propaganda will ultimately neutralize 
and the wonder is that anv loose dol­ 
lars remained here. 
Truly a flatter­ 
ing com ip en ta iv on the wonderful re­ 
sourcefulness of Central Alabama. 
But that “mail-order” habit’’- w hat 
shall be done to curb it? 
Who will 
point the way? 
How proceed to le^s 
en and ultimately stop it? 
Nearly all 
business men now realize its magni­ 
tude and trend, also what it will even­ 
tually do for local interests and b u s i ­ 
ness 
institutions 
if 
not 
speedily 
checked. An awakening of public sen­ 
t i e n t tor community welfare and the 
preservation of home interests bv a 
persistent educative process appears 
ic be the only feasible wav. The sub­ 
ject deserves serious consideration.—

GUN SETTLE IT AFTER THE WAR 


An Ectate 
of 
12.000 
Acres for Sol­ 
diers and Sailors. 


London, Sept. 2.—An estate of 12, 
000 acres, on which soldiers and sail­ 
ors can settle after the w'ar, hasbeen 
given to Scotland. The donor is the 
Duke of Sutherland, who owns large 
tracts of fine lands in Northern Scot­ 
land. It is the first practical step in 
the United Kingdom in a movement 
to provide small farms for veterans 
of the great w*ar. The estate is situat­ 
ed to the west of the River Naver in 
the county of Sutherland, in the ex­ 
treme north of Scotland. 
In making the 
announcement the 
duke said that there would be abso 
lute conveyance to the state, he re­ 
serving to himself and 
his succes­ 
sors only certain 
fishing 
rights

locks and rivers. A provision is that

According to all reports they 
are well fed on hoard ship, so one 
can not say every place that had anv­ 
illing to eat or drink (the latter being 
only of the “soft” kind) was crowded 
to the limit. 
Tile Chamberlin does} 
not allow sailors in uniform in the 
hotel, but no one thought of enforcing 
a regulation of that kind when this 
crowd came in. 
One of the waiters 
said he had been with the hotel four­ 
teen years and that was the first 
time he had seen a sailor’s uniform 
in the dining room. 
The civilian vol­ 
unteers had nothing but the white 
clothes, not even having 
the 
blue 
suits w’hich sailors sometimes wear. 
Monday nearly everybody was again 
on shore, including many of the of­ 
ficers, who were as glad as anybody 
to leave ship for a while, and who 
have the advantage of the volunteers 
In being able to wrear everyday clothes 
when not on duty. 
The men w’ent to 
all the nearby seashore resorts hav­ 
ing full liberty until time for a drill 
in the afternoon.

The bill passed the senate by a vote 
of 43 to 28, almost a strict party vote, 
amid stirring scenes.

On 
Nov. 9, 1911, the memorial was dedi­ 
cated by President Taft. 
Within the Lincoln Memorial hall, 
resting upon its original site, is the 
Lincoln cabin. Surrounding the cabin 
is a heavy bronze chain, for no one 
is allowed to enter its portals. 
The Memorial building itself stands 
at the head of a broad flight of gran­ 
ite steps 
that 
lead 
from 
an 
old 
spring. 
Over 
the 
entrance 
of the 
building is inscribed the following: 
W here Lincoln Was Born. 
“Here over the log cabin in which 
Abraham Lincoln was born, destined 
to preserve the Union and free the 
slave, a grateful people 
have dedl 
cated this memorial to 
unity, peace 
and brotherhood among these states.” 
Upon the walls of the interior are 
ut the Gettysburg 
speech 
and the 
Lincoln ancestry. Beneath the build 
ing is a basement with arrangem ents 
for keeping the records of the asso­ 
ciation and its 
roll 
of membership 
which includes every contributor of 
25 cents or more. 
The Memorial building is about a 
mile from the entrance gates and is 
reached by a fine winding road. The 
custodian of the farm lives in an old 
log farm house, nearly as old as the 
Lincoln cabin itself. 
The farm itself 
is 
divided 
by a 
turnpike, which leads directly 
from 
the square at Hodgenville, where the 
pedestal of the 
Lincoln 
statue 
by 
Weinman points the way to Lincoln’* 
birthplace. The road where if passes

cepted not by distant groups of bank­ 
ers in control of unavailable reserves, 
but by bankers at the m any centers 
of local exchange who are In touch 
with -local conditions everywhere. 
Effective measures have been taken

attack and our own people from vio­ 
lence, and we have committed there no 
single act of hostility or interference 
even with the soA’oreign authority of 
the republic of Mexico herself. 
It wrns 
a plain case of the violation of our own 
sovereignty w’hich could not w ait to be 
vindicated by damages and for which 
there was no other remedy. 
The au ­ 
thorities of Mexico w’ere powerless to 
prevent it. 
Many serious wrongs against the 
property, 
many 
Irreparable 
wrongs 
against the persons, of Americans haA*e 
been committed within the territory of 
Mexico herself during this confused 
revolution-wrongs which could not bo 
effectually checked so long as there 
was no constituted power In Mexico 
which was in a position to check them. 
We could not act directly in th a t m at­ 
ter ourselves without denying Mexi­ 
cans the right to any revolution a t all 
which distort m l us and making the 
emancipation of her ov\*n people aw ait 
our ‘>avii interest and convenience. 
For it is their emancipation th a t they 
are seeking—blindly, it may be, and as 
yet ineflfe dually, but w ith profound and 
passionate pun wee and within their un­ 
questionable light, apply w hat true 
American principle you Avid—any prin­ 
ciple that an American would publicly 
avow.

true American feeling. 
The rest can 
be left for the present out of the 
reckoning until this enslaved people 
has had its day of struggle tow*ard the 
light. 
I luiA'o heard no one who was 
free from such influences propose in­ 
terred nee by the United States w ith 
the internal affairs of Mexico. 
Cer­ 
tainly no friend of the Mexican people 
has proposed it. 


Tried to Act Fairly. 
The people of the United States arc 
capable of great sym pathies and a 
noble pity in dealing w ith problems 
of this kind. 
As their spokesman and 
representative I have tried to act in 
the spirit they would wish me show;

peril. 
If hopeful and generous enter­ 
prise is to \ye reneged, if the healing 
aud helpful arts of life are indeed to 
have I be revived when peace comes again, a 
neAV atmosphere of justice aud friend­ 
ship must lie generated by m eans tho 
world has never tried before. The n a­ 
tions of the Averil m ust unite iii joint 
guarantees that Avhatever is done to 
disturb the whole world's life m ust 
first be tested in the court of the whole 
world’s opinion before it is attem pted. 
These are the new foundations the 
world m ust build for itself, and we 
must play oiy; part in the reconstruc­ 
tion generously and Avithout too much 
thought of our separate interests. 
W e 
m ust make ourselves ready to play it 
intelligently, vigorously and Avell. 


Contribution to World Peace. 
One of the contributions we m ust 
make to tho world's peace is this: W e 
must see to it that the people in our 
insular possessions are treated in their 
own lands as avo would treat them 
here and make the rule of the United 
States mean the same thing every­ 
where—the same justice, the sam e con­ 
sideration for the essential rights of 
men. 
Besides contributing our ungrudging 
moral and practical support to the es­ 
tablishm ent of peace throughout the 
world, we m ust actively and intelli­ 
gently prepare ourselves to do our full 
service in the trade and industry which 
are to sustain and de\'elop the life of 
the nations in the days to come.

so much a declaration of party prin­ 
ciples as of American ideals and pa­ 
triotic impulses. It is the utterance 
of a great man, 
actuated 
and con­ 
trolled by the most lofty sentim ents 


and inspiring thought. 
The address is free from partisan 
feeling and totally devoid of such ill­ 
advised personalities as 
characteriz­ 
ed that of Judge Hughes, delivered 
on the occasion of his notification. 
In calm and 
dispassionate words 
the president reviews the legislative 
history of the past 3H years, the ac­ 
complishments of the dem ocratic ad­ 
m inistration and dem ocratic congress 
and asks only that he and they be 
judged by their works.

N IT R O G E N 
FROM 
T H E AIR. 


The construction of dams for the 
development of the necessary power 
for the fixation of the nitrogen of the 
atmosphere in such qualities as to sup­ 
ply the needs of the government and | 
the demands of agriculture, will prob-( 
ably soon be a reality in this country. 
At present we are largely dependent j 
upon foreign countries for some of the 
constituents of ammunition. 
W e de­ 
pend entirely upon Chile for nitrate 
of soda. 
In time of war an enemy 
could readily cut off our supply of 
this essential in ammunition. 
At the outbreak of the European 
war Germany had stored in her ware­ 
houses $30,000,000 worth of nitrate of 
soda and in less than four months 
this supply was exhausted. Germany 
has nowr eight cyanide plants manu­ 
facturing atm ospheric nitrogen for the 
use of 
her 
ammunition 
factories. 
A fter the European wrar broke out 
Chile took prompt advantage of the 
situation by inflicting an export tax 
of $12 ft tone on nitrates, and the 
owners of the nitrate supplies doubled 
their price. 
This caused a total ces­ 
sation of importations of nitrates to! 
the United States. 
Nitrogen from the atm osphere can 
be made w herever there is a w ater­ 
fall. 
The departm ent of agriculture 
recommends that in the location of the 
air-nitrate industry, sites be selected 
near a source of limestone, coke and] 
phosphate rock. 
There is a plant in 
British territory at N iagara Falls pro­ 
ducing cvnamide, and it is the only 
plant of that character on the con­ 
tinent of North America. 
This plant 
is m anufacturing large quantities of 
nitrogen from the air and making it 
not for ammunition, but for fertilizer. 
N itrogens manure reduces the cost 
of ammonia to the farm er and pro­ 
duces larger crops than any other fer­ 


tilizer. 
It is feared that unless these plants 
are soon in operation the country may 
find itself in the same delenima with 
respect to nitrates as that in wThich 
it was placed by Germany and by the 
British 
embargo 
with 
regard 
to 
potash, the price of which went from 
$35 to $500 per ton. 
These fears may, 
however, be largely on the part cf 
those who are interested in the loca­ 
tion of manufacturing plants.

TO MAKE GOOD LIGHT BREAD 


Materials to Be 
Used 
and Steps to 
Be Followed. 


Good light bread is good because 
it is made that way. 
“Luck” never 
made many loaves 
of 
good bread, 
says 
a 
circular, 
“Making 
Light 
Bread,” issued 
by 
the 
agricultural 
extension service of the University of 
Missouri. There is no “best” way to 
make bread, according to Miss Addio 
D. Root, who wrote the circular, but 
there are a few’ general points nec­ 
essary to be known, whatever meth­ 
od is used. 
First, a careful selection rf ingre­ 
dients are necessary. W heat .lour is 
best for bread 
making, 
because it 
contains a large amount 
of gluten, 
the substance which enables the loaf 
to keep its shape and retain its light­ 
ness. The form of yeast used is not 
important, but it 
should 
aways be 
fresh and in the 
best 
of condition. 
For the necessary liquid, w ater, milk, 
l^ilf w ater tine! half milk, potato wa- 
ter or whey may be used. Salt up to 
a teaspoonful to a loaf should be ad­ 
ded; above this amount, it will hin­ 
der the growth of the yeast and will 
make bread small, 
heavy 
and less 
tender. Butter, lard, 
or a combing 
tion of both in the proportion of one 
tablespoonful to a pound loaf may be 
used to improve the taste. 
A good combination of 
these in­ 
gredients is the following: One cup 
of liquid; 
I tablespoonful of fat; 
I 
tablespoonful of sugar; I teaspoonful 
of salt; % dry yeast cake or M cake 
of compressed 
yeast, 
or % cup of 
liquid yeast, and 3 to 4 cups of flour. 
Either the loong 
process, 
wrhere 
a 
sponge is made before the dough, or 
the short process 
in 
which all the 
flour is added at the time of mixing 
the dough, may be 
used 
with this 
recipe. 
In mixing, the flour should be ad­ 
ded gradually and beat in thorough­ 
ly. The dough should he w’ell kneaded 
from 15 to 30 
minutes 
before 
the 
bread is put to rise the first time. It 
is best not to kned much when form­ 
ing into loaves 
for 
making. 
While 
rising the temperature of the dough 
should be kept 
at 
an 
even, gentle 
warmth of 77 to 95 Fahrenheit. 
It 
should be tightly covered to prevent 
the formation of crust. 
The bread should first be put into 
an oven that is not hot 
enough 
to 
form a crust and allowed to 
rise a 
little while baking. The temperature 
should be 356 Fahrenheit 
when the 
bread is first put in, increasing it af­ 
ter the first ten minutes to 428 Fah­ 
renheit, a heat that will brown white 
wrapping paper in five minutes. For| 
ty-five minute to an hour is sufficient 
for baking. 
After baking, bread should be air 
ed for a short 
w'hile 
to 
allows the 
steam to escape before wrapped up 
or put into a bread box.

Vienna, Sept. 2.— For

time since the beginning of tile war 
the government has found it necessary 
to step in and confiscate the rubber 
supply. 
The 
second 
confiscation, 
which had begun and continued until 
August IO , is so drastic and tar-reach- 
ing that it is going to put taxicabs, 
many horse cabs, m otorcycles and a 
host of other things out of commis­ 
sion. 
In announcing its step the govern­ 
ment declares that the army is plen­ 
tifully supplied still with automobile 
tires and the like, hut declares there 
exists a need for synthetic or “regen­ 
erated” rubber that can be filled only 
in this way. 
In consequence all own­ 
ers or prospective owners 
of 
solid 
tires, outer tires or inner tubes, re­ 
gardless of their condition, must con­ 
tribute. 
Bicycles are almost the only 
thing exempted.

more plentiful supply of

Germany, but these and the two-horse 
cabs equipped with pneumatic tires, it I 
is expected, will go. 
The person who attem pts to circum­ 
vent the new regulation may be pun­ 
ished w’ith six months’ imprisonment, 
or fined 15,000 kronen, if he fails to 
turn iii every bit of rubber tire ma­ 
terial he possesses on the day allotted. 
The first rubber confiscation was 
in November of last year, and was 
more successful 
than 
expected. 
So 
much rubber was discovered that the 
military storehouses were filled, and 
it was possible to turn back some of 
the tires to private individuals.

Fred Barde, 
and magazine writer at Guthrie, Ok., 
which occurred five weeks ago, has­ 
tened 
the 
passing of Milton Barde, 
one of Sedalia’s hest 
known, 
most 
highly respected and oldest citizens, 
at the family home, 1118 P^ast Twelfth 
street, at 6:22 o’clock Saturday ever* 
ing. 
Although 
he 
had 
been in failing 
health for a period of two years, Mr. 
Barde, d esp ite his advanced age and 
affliction, w*as unusually active up to 
the time of his son’s death on Satur­ 
day, July 22, 1916 
From that time on 
until the end he seemed to gradually 
decline, and although every possible 
thing was done to prolong his life he 
seemed to surrender himself to the 
will ot the All-Wise Creator and was 
ready when the angel of death entered 
his home. 
Mr. Barde was a man of high ideals. 
He w th 75 years old. 
He was born 
June 4, 1841, at Indianapolis, Ind., and 
was the son of Mr. and Mrs. Jared 
Barde. 
Coming to 
Missouri when a mere 
boy, he located with his parents at 
i^a Grange, Mo., where he remained 
for a number of years. 
When the 
civil war broke out he entered the 
federal service as a member of Com­ 
pany G. Tenth Illinois infantry. 
He 
served in numerous engagements, but 
was never wounded . During a battle 
in which he participated a shell burst­ 
ing near him resulted in causing him 
to suffer from partial deafness for the 
remainder of his life. 
On October 19, 1868, at Hannibal. 
Mo., Mr. Barde was married to Miss 
Martha Dye, an estimable woman of 
that place, and later they came to Se­ 
dalia. 
For thirty-three years he had 
been in the upholstering department 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail­ 
way, and up to a year ago was fore­ 
man in that department at the com 
panv’s Sedalia shops. 
Just before July 4, this year, when 
the preparedness parade was given, 
Mr. Barde 
told 
his 
relatives 
and 
friends, “I want to march in the pre­ 
paredness parade,” and this he did, 
appearing in uniform, carrying a mus­ 
ket. 
This w’as one of his last public 
appearances, although he had visited 
the downtown district a number of 
times since. 
Mr. Barde was a member of the 
First Christian church and also of the 
General George R. Smith post, G. A. 
Ii. He belonged to the Ancient Order 
of United Workmen, being one of the 
oldest members in the state. 
Surviving him is his widow* and the 
following children: 
Charles M., an 
advertising man at* Tulsa, Ok.; John 
M., also of that city; Mrs. C. C. Wil­ 
liams, of Sedalia; Mrs. N. S. Airhart, 
of Marceline, Mo.; William L. Barde, 
managing ednor of 
the

Republican, and Mrs. Fleece Scott, oi 
Denison, Texas.
